ATHLETIC HALL OF FAME 
JEFF LOPER 


Jeff Loper began his athletic career at East Central during the 
time when the college was in its formative years, and the student body 
consisted of both high school and college students. This situation 
enabled young men like Mr. Loper to participate in junior college 
athletic events for an extended period of time. 

During the 1928-29 and 1929-30 school terms, baseball was not 
formally organized and schedules varied. However, since Jeff Loper loved 
to play baseball, when East Central played a game, Jeff Loper started 
as shortstop. In 1929, the college organized its first football team. 
For that season and the next three seasons, this outstanding athlete 
played on the first team at the end and fullback positions. While he 
enjoyed baseball and football, basketball was the primary sport for Jeff 
Loper. From the 1927-1928 school session until the end of the 1932-33 
school year, Jeff Loper played basketball and played the game well. He 
served as captain of the 1931 basketball team which won the state 
championship. He was also named the most valuable player in the 1931 
tournament. No other individual has played in more games in more 
different athletic events at East Central than Jeff Loper. 

Regardless of the sport, Jeff Loper played each game with skill 
and dedication. The experiences at East Central helped him to build 
an outstanding coaching career of more than 30 years. During that time, 
he posted only one losing season in only one sport. 

Jeff Loper is married to Lois Ray Faulk and they have one daughter, 
Eddie Ray Weber. They have two grandchildren and three 
great-grandchildren. 

RICHARD HARRIS 

Richard Harris may be characterized with a tribute paid to him by 
Ms. Lucille Wood, a classmate at East Central, who said, "Richard Harris 
has contributed more to basketball in the state of Mississippi than any 
one person I know. He is a coach, an educator, a gentleman, a motivator, 
and he has all the positive qualities one would hope to find in a person 
who leads young people."

He is presently 
coaching at Newton County High School. He has won 17 conference titles, 
has coached 14 teams in the state tournament, has won four state 
championships, and has compiled a record of 1230 wins against 465 losses. 

Harris is married to the former Mary Jo Crawford of Decatur, and 
they have two sons, Ricky and Phil, and four grandchildren.

ATHLETIC HALL OF FAME 
SHERRELL RAY MARSHALL 


Sherrell Ray Marshall came to East Central from Philadelphia, where 
he played basketball under legendary coach, Frank Hodges, and led the 
talent-laden Philadelphia team to the 1958 State A-AA Championship and 
the overall State Championship. He was that year selected to the 
All-Star Team. 

In the fall of 1958, Marshall entered East Central where he would 
continue his basketball career under another basketball legend, Denver 
Brackeen. At East Central, Marshall led the team in scoring with an 
average of 24.6 points per game. In one stretch, Marshall averaged 
better than 31 points per game for four straight games. 

During the 1959-60 season, the 6 T 3" forward, who had been dubbed 
M the Warrior Gunner," led the Warriors to the North Mississippi Division 
Championship. He was the second leading scorer in the junior college 
circuit that year and was selected to the Mississippi Junior College 
All-Star Team. 

Upon receiving his Associate Degree from East Central in 1960, 
Marshall entered Mississippi College where he played under still another 
basketball legend, James "Shute" Allen. At Mississippi College, Marshall 
averaged 20.9 points per game, was the second leading scorer, and was 
co-captain of the team. He then coached for 10 years in Mississippi 
high schools and was privileged to coach the Mississippi High School 
All-Star game in 1970 before leaving coaching for the banking and 
automobile recovery business. 

Marshall is the father of three children, two daughters and a son, 
and has four grandchildren. He has continued to support East Central 
and its athletic program through the years and credits East Central with 
much of the success he has enjoyed, both on the court and in life.
